To the EleGors of the State of New-York. 


THE period is now arrived, when the power 
which is originally derived from the people,, returns 
again to its fource. Our rulers again defcend from 
their elevated ftations, and relying on their integrity 
or con{cious of their guilt, elated by hope or de- 
preffed by fear, await in fubmiffive filence, the judg- 
ment of their country. If by their unremitted ef- 
forts to promote the welfare and fecure the liberties 
of the people, they have preved themfelves not un- 
worthy of their confidence, if in the difcharge of 
their important truft, they have fhewn that their ta- 
lents and their induftry are not*inadequate to the 
duties which it impofes, they will undeubtedly re- 
ceive the reward of honeft and faithful fervants. 
The people will be eager to declare their gratitude 
by again raifing them to the offices which for atime 
they are compelled to refign, and under the beneti- 
cial influence of their wife and mild adminiftration, 
this happy ftate will continue to imcreafe in power 
and flourifh in profperity : but the people are as jutt 
as they are grateful; if they have the generofity to 
reward benefits, they have alfo the {fpirit to refent in- 
fults, and the determination to punifh injuries. If 
they perceive that their confidence has been abufed, 
that the powers which they had entrufted to their 
rulers, for the general proteétion and fecurity have 
been converted into engines of oppreflion, and em- 


ployed for the eftablifhment of tyranny ; that the in- 
ecreits of the ~~~.

vate aggrandizement, and the fanctions of the con- 
ftitution violated, to gratify the animofity, or fe- 
cure the dominion of a faction; I tremble to think 
what punifhment their indignation may inflict on 
thofe, who, intoxicated with temporary fuccefs, had 
conceived that a generous nation, proud of its free- 
dom and jealous of its rights, could be oppreffed and 
infulted with impunity. Unhappy men! in the 
deepeft obfcurity and moft retired privacy, you will 
fearcely find a refuge from the contempt and detef- 
tation of your country—and the juftice of hittory 
will immortalize your crimes and perpetuate your in- 
famy. 

The right of eleétion is juftly efteemed the palla- 
dium of our liberties: It is the frequent and inde- 
pendent exercife of this right which can alone im- 
prefs on the minds of our governors a proper fenfe of 
their dependence: By this they are perpetually re- 
minded that government was inftituted for the bene- 
fit of the people and ought to be adminiftered for 
their happinefs ; it is this that mortifies the pride of 
family, repreffes the infolence of wealth, and extin- 
guifhes the hepes of criminal ambition. No arts of 
intrigue, no difguife of hypocrify, can long deceive 
the penetration of the people. The public vigilance 
is continually aroufed; the merits and pretenfions 
of candidates for the favor of the people are examin- 
ed with vigor, and ferutinized with feverity. Thofe 
who betray our confidence and difappoint our expec- 
tations, are quickly degraded from their honors, and 
in the obfcurity of private life have leifure for re- 
pentance and opportunity of amendment. 

Fortunately this right we ftill retain: To thofe 
who have not furrendered their judgments and their 
con{ciences to the interefted views of a party, and 
who are difpofed to beftow their fuffrages with inde- 
pendence and difcernment ; I offer the following re- 
flections. 

To enable us to determine whofe claims to our fup- 
port deferve the preference, and where we may be- 


ftew our fuffrages with greateft probability of benefit 
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to our country ; it is neceffary to confider, the na- 
ture and tendency of the meafures by which the rul- 
ing party have chiefly diftinguihed their adminittra- 
tion ; the probable eonfequences to the fhate fhou'ld 
the authors of thefe meafures fircceed in perpetuating 
their power ; and what improvement id Bur’ ius i- 
on can reafonably be expected fhould thefe men be 
driven from their holds, and Mr. Burr elevated to 
the ftation, to which in the judgment of his friends, 
his talents and his patriotifm fo eminently entitle him. 

I fhall make no apology for confidering Mr. Lew- 
is as devoted to the intevefls of the ruling party, it 
is by them that he was nominated and he now re- 
ceives their open and declared fupport. ‘There can 
be little doubt that a blind compliance to their will, 
a flavifh fubfervience to their defigns, were flipu- 
lated as the conditions of his nomination, nor can 
we expect from the character of his mind, that he 
will have the fpirit and independence to oppofe their 
projects, and break througa the thraldom to which 
they have condemned him. 

I do not intend fellow-citizens to aroufe your paf- 
fions by an artful and rhetorical exaggeration of the 
evils which we have fuffered from the late adminif- 
tration: I will not compare our fituation, to the def- 
potifms of Europe; 1 will not fay that under the 
reign of the Livingftons and the Clintons, we liad 
no longer any fecuri:y for our property or our per- 
fons—that our precarious exiftence depended on the 
caprice of arbitrary tyrants. Were I to advance 
fuch opinions as thefe, 1 night juftly be defpifed as 
a fool or derided as a vifeMary, whillt the fentiments

independence, by which we ‘save hitherto been ane 
tinguifhed, we have little to fer from any fudden or 
violent attack on the principle; of the conititution. 
But we have juft and weighty reafon of complaint, 
when, through the treachery o’ incapacity of our go- 
vernors, we do not derive all tiofe advantages from 
our peculiar form of governnent, which it was 1n- 
tended and is calculated to poduce. Under an ar- 
bitrary government the only pad to honor and pre- 
ferment, is through a bafe compliance with the wifh- 
esof the tyrant; thofe whot enlarged capacity en- 
ables them to perceive, and yhofe difintereiled phi- 
lanthropy inclines them to purfue the true interefts 
of their country, are generaly condemned to pafs 
their lives in hopelefs obfcusty and ufelefs retire- 
ment ; the tyrant well knows that his interefis are 
diftinst from thofe of his fubjefts, and that the power 
which was built on ignorance, can be maintained 
only by oppreffion. "To. remedy thefe evils pepalar 
governments were inftituted, but though the forms 
of fuch a government be preferved the treachery of 
thofe who are entrufted with its adminiflration, may 


eafily defeat its end and fruiftrate its intention.

HAUGHTY and infolent as the above declara- 
tion may appear, it has hitherto been found too true, 
and the fame obfervation might be applied with equal 
propriety to the name of Clinton. It may not be 
amits to enquire what claims thete names poflefs to a 
fuperiority above all othersin the ftate, and how con- 
fiftent it is with the f{pirit of our government to fuf- 
fer them to retain it. 

Can it be poffible that honefly, capacity, and at-

tricians, and their unremitted exertions in the caufe 
of freedom, foon removed every obftacle from the 
road to dignity and power; and virtue, whether

{ure of obtaining its reward. 

Although two families, hewever extenfive their 
influence or fruitful their refources, might not be able 
to eftablifh and maintain their dominion over us, in 
defiance of the general with of the people; yct let us

carried; let us not deceive ourfelves with the vain 
hope of being able, at any time, to fhake off our fet- 
tv whlui- oUt Cuaius™Becauic We viave tie ably ~ve 
caft them off; to remain contented flaves becaufe we 
-have the power of becoming freemen. 

Let us learn from the example of Florence, the 
danger to which a free ftate is expofed, from too 
great an accumulation of riches and power in one 
family. Unlefs fome change take place, the com- 
bined families of this ftate, like the Media of Flo- 
rence, will foon be raifed above the neceffity of afkin 
the fuffrages of the people; poffeffed of all the reve- 
nues, and all the offices of the ftate, and employing 
the power and influence neceffarily attendant on 
tiches and official dignity, in the maintenance of their 
authority; they may fet the people at defiance, and 
trample on their liberties with impunity ; already 
do they confider it as an encroachment on their pri- 
vileges, to propofe to the people of the ftate a gover- 
nor, whofe veins are not {welled with the blood of the 
Livingftons or Clintons. 

Roufe from your flumbers, fellow-citizens 3 awake 
to a fenfe of the impending danger; every hour of 
inactivity rivets your chains, and renders your eman- 
cipation more difficult ; teach this haughty ariftocracy 
that you ftill retain the power ef thinking and 24in 
for yourfelves, that you have refolved to difallow 
their arrogant pretenfions to fuperiority, to prove to 
them that they are but private citizens.
